CALL FOR TROOPS. 


Situation In Chicago Today May 
Demand It. 


TH E OUTLOOK VERY GLOOMY. 


All Prosp ects For Peace Have Van- 
ish edt and Both Sides Now 
Declare War. 


Ch icago,

strikers 
made idle p mctically all of th e lum­ 
ber yards in th e city today and th e 
lumber dealers aggresssively trans- 
fered th e th reatened strike into lock­ 
out.

Disch arge of th e drivers followed in­ 
stantly with q uick retaliation, ensu­ 
ing in th e strike of fellow-teamsters. 
President Sh ea announced h is inten­ 
tion today to p ersist in refusing to an­ 
swer q uestions at th e h earing of th e 
a llie d violations of th e strike in­ 
junctions. 
Sh ea based h is determination up on 
th e fact th at to answer migh t tend to 
incriminate h im. 
Th e strike leader declared h e would 
suffer h imself to be sent to jail first 


Th e Outlook is Gloomy. 
Ch icago, ni.. May 24 .—All p eace ne­ 
gotiations h ave been declared off in 
the teamsters* strike, and indications 
n o w are th at th e struggle is to go on 
to th e bitter end. Already th e indus­ 
trial war h as sp read to th e lumber 
drivers. 
Nearly all of th e 1800 men 
in th is branch of th e Industry h ave 
eith er been disch arged or locked out, 
and a general tie-up of all building 
op erations in th e city is th reatened. 
This will cause th e enforced idleness 
of 100,000 wage earners in mills, fac­ 
tories and th ose emp loyed in building 
construction until new drivers are c^- 
tained. 
Senator Th omas C. Platt, p resident 
of th e United States Exp ress com­ 
p any, ts ch arged In some q uarters with 
being th e stumbling block in th e way 
id settlement, but th e Imp each ment Is 
denied by local officials of th e oth er 


made to make deliveries with non­ 
union drivers th e oth er labor unions 
emp loyed on th e work will order th eir 
men to refuse to h andle non-union ma- 
erial. 
Unless th e strike is settled 
with in a sh ort time th e carp enters, 
stone masons and oth er affiliated or­ 
ganizations are bound to become in­ 
volved in th e difficulty. 
Th e p ossibilities for increased riot­ 
ing are vastly enlarged by th e sp read 
of th e strike to th e lumber district. 
Th e territory wh ich generally goes

“The cost Oi champagne bottles is 
very high,** said Louis Le Vignaux, 
London, to the Milwaukee Free Press, 
“as they must be flawless to stand the 
enormous pressure of the liquid. The 
testing of these bottles is attended to 
by an expert who, by striking two bot­ 
tles lightly together with the sides, 
recognizes by the sound whether they 
are perfect or not. 
The bottles are 
purchased in summer and are care­ 
fully cleansed with 
alcohol, closed 
with a temporary stopper and put 
aw’ay until used in March. 
The stop­ 
pers are selected from the best stock 
and cost from $16 to $20 a thousand. 
When the bottles are filled they are 
placed in cool cellars, stacked in piles 
one on the other from fifteen to twen­ 
ty feet in length, and three and one- 
half to five feet In height, without any 
shelving. 
Such a wall of bottles is 
as strong as iron. 
Still any one of 
them may be pulled out without inter­ 
fering with the rest, which is fre­ 
quently done to observe the develop­ 
ment of fermentation. The hot season 
is dangerous to champagne on account 
of the bursting of the bottles. If the 
loss does not exceed 8 per cent all is 
well. 
If it rises to 15 per cent the 
place must he made cooler, and if it 
should reach 20 per cent nothing re- 
mains hut to open all the bottles.” 


The suicide, in loneliness and pov­ 
erty, of Miss Mary Van Ranst, the 
last survivor of a 
once 
prosperous 
family of Dutch descent, recalls what 
was probably the greatest sporting 
event in the history of this country, 
namely, the four-mile race between 
the famous horses Eclipse and Henry, 
says the Buffalo Times. 
The father of Miss Van Ranst was 
the owner of Eclipse, and a painting 
of the horse was bequeathed by her 
to a friend. This historic race, which 
was run on Long Island in 18 23, and 
was witnessed by 50,000 people, excit­ 
ed intense feeling between Northern 
and Southern men of sporting procliv­ 
ities. Among the rest came the gov­ 
ernor of Kentucky and his staff, who 
made the journey by coach in thirteen 
days. 
The race itself was ia a way, a pre­ 
cursor of the great contest between 
North ana South which came about 
forty years later. 
Henry, the South­ 
ern horse, won the first heat; but 
Eclipse, the Northern horse, won the 
next two heats and the race. It was 
this contest, by the way, which Hi­ 
ram Woodruff—^he relates in his bi­ 
ography—attended as a very small 
boy, and got a sound thrashing for it 
on his return home.
